The  “D”  and  “E”  mid-semester 
reports  are  in  the  mail  today,  and 
the  dilemma  facing  some  8,257 
students  is  what  to  do  about 
them. 

The  “D”  and  “E”  notices  are 
sent  at  mid-semester  to  students 
doing  unsatisfactory  work  in 
certain  courses.  They  are  progress 
reports  and  should  not  be 
regarded  as  a disciplinary  measure 
of  the  instructor. 

UNIVERSE  MISTAKE 

The  UNIVERSE  reported  last 
week  that  half  the  student 
body-or  approximately  12,000 
students-would  receive  the 
notices.  However,  this  is  not  true, 
according  to  Dr.  Darrell  Moses, 
chairman  of  the  Academic 
Standards  Office,  under  whose 
direction  the  “D”  and  “E”  reports 
are  distributed. 

Instead,  the  8,000-plus  students 
involved  will  be  mailed  13,235 
notices— either  “D”  or  “E”  or 
both.  Some  students  will  receive 
more  than  one  notice  and  some  as 
many  as  six.  Dr.  Moses  said. 

It  has  been  reported  that  only 
parents  of  freshman  students 
receiving  the  slips  would  receive 
duplicate  notification  of  failing 
work.  However,  all  parents  of 
unmarried  students  under  the  age 
of  21  will  be  notified,  according 
to  Dr.  Moses. 

The  mid-semester  reports  serve 
three  major  purposes,  according 
to  the  head  of  academic

Choir  To  Give  Contort 


BYU’s  award-winning  A 
Cappella  Choir,  directed  by  Dr. 
Ralph  Woodward,  will  present  a 
Christmas  concert  Thursday  at 
8:15  p.m.  in  the  de  Jong  Concert 
Hall  of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts 
Center. 

The  concert  also  will  include  a 
brief  interlude  of  ancient 
instrument  music  directed  by 
Homer  Wakefield,  assistant 
professor  of  music. 

The  64-member  choir  traveled 

last  summer  in  Europe,  delighting 
audiences  in  Germany,  Holland, 
England,  Scotland  and  Italy,  and 
frequently  received  standing 
options. 


The  most  memorable  event  of 
the  tour  was  the  choir’s  first  place 
victory  in  the  mixed  choral 
section  at  the  International 
Eisteddfod  Festival  in  Wales.  The 
competition  is  one  of  the  most 
important  in  the  world  and 
winning  first  place  there  is  like 
winning  a gold  medal  in  the 
Olympics  in  the  sports  world. 

With  the  first-place  trophy  the 
group  also  received  250  English 
pounds. 

The  choir  will  be  joined  by  a 
children's  chorus  for  two 
Christmas  carols,  and  the  concert 
also  will  include  a brief  interlude 
of  ancient  instrument  music- 


standards:  They  inform  the 
student  of  his  unsatisfactory 
performance  through  the  first  half 
of  the  semester;  they  should 
motivate  the  student  to  improve 
his  work  so  as  to  perform  more 
efficiently  during  the  second  half 
of  the  semester;  and  students  who 
have  been  wrongly  registered  since 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year 
will  be  notified. 

MAYBE  MISTAKE 
Many  students  will  receive  “D” 
and  “E”  slips  and  not  deserve 
them.  They  perhaps  have  been 
attending  the  wrong  section 
during  the  first  nine  weeks  of  the 
semester  and  are  not  doing 
unsatisfactory  work. 

According  to  the  Academic 
Standards  Office,  the  reasons 
students  will  receive  notices,  other 
than  faulty  registration,  are  low 
test  scores,  poor  quality  work, 
poor  attendance  and  poor 
preparation  in  their  academic 
work. 

Students  who  receive  “D”  and 
“E”  mid-semester  reports  are 
encouraged  by  Dr.  Moses  to 
immediately  make  an 
appointment  for  consultation 
with  their  instructors.  At  this  time 
the  causes  for  low  grades  and  the 
means  to  improve  them  will  be 
discussed. 

Also  recommended  is  the 
scheduling  of  appointments  with 
faculty  advisers  to  whom  students 
have  been  assigned.  The  advisers 
can  give  assistance  in  class 
scheduling  and  planning.

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Critics  Blast  Preferring  System 


The  Way  It  Is  . . . 


Wednesday,  December  4,  19l||, 


As  Women’s  Week  draws  to  an  end,  the  student 
community  at  BYU  looks  forward  to  the 
culmination  of  many  weeks  of  planning  and 
preparation  in  the  1968  Preference  Ball,  The 
invitations  have  been  received,  accepted  or  rejected, 
the  tickets  have  been  purchased,  and  soon  an 
evening  of  magic  will  unfold  for  many  happy 
couples— and  many  who  are  not  so  happy.  As  with 
everything  done  by  student  government,  this  year's 
Preferring  System  has  met  with  a great  deal  of 
student  dissatisfaction. 

Irate  girls  with  "00"  student  numbers  and  irate 
guys  who  fight  the  turn-about  system  are  beginning 
to  wonder  if  the  whole  thing  is,  after  all 
worthwhile. 

The  system  does,  indeed,  have  its  problems,  the 
most  dominant  being  the  question  of  fairness.  All  is 
fine  and  dandy  for  the  girl  who  "lucks  out"  with  a 
student  number  ending  in  "98"  but  the  "02"  gal 
suffers  for  something  she  cannot  control.  All  is  well 
for  the  fella  who  is  preferred  in  the  first  30  minutes, 
but  how  about  the  guy  who  is  preferred  as 
somebody's  sixth  choice  on  the  final  day  of  late 
preferring?  The  answer:  tough  luck.  Under  any 
system,  somebody  has  to  suffer,  and  the  AWS  ladies 
have  done  their  best  to  create  a fair  and  equal 
system. 

"We  do  try  to  keep  it  fair,"  says  Ellen  Benac 
AWS  chairwoman  of  preferring.  "Under  our  present 
system,  a maximum  number  of  guys  get  invitations, 
a maximum  number  of  girls  go  because  they  are 
saved  the  embarrassment  of  asking  in  person,  and 
the  system  is  established  so  that  it  will  be  arbitrary: 
some  years  you're  lucky,  some  years  you're  not.  We 
try  to  rotate  the  numbers  so  that  everybody  will 
have  a chance  at  being  first.  We'd  like  to  be  able  to 
let  everybody  prefer  first  but  we  just  can't— there 
has  to  be  a system  and  the  one  we  chose  is  a fair 
one." 

If  success  is  a yardstick,  the  system  is  indeed  a fair 
one.  An  estimated  6,000  people  will  attend  this 
Friday's  Ball,  It  is  the  magnitude  that  brings  up 
other  problems  in  the  system.  "It's  the  girls  who 
won  t take  "no"  for  an  answer  who  are  causing  the 
f^oblems,"  states  Miss  Benac.  "We  have  established 
this  system  so  that  we  can  handle  all  the  students' 
preference  more  efficiently,  but  some  girls  cheat 
and  make  it  bad  for  the  rest." 

Girls  who  try  to  prefer  early  using  other  students' 
cards,  girls  who  try  to  prefer  for  someone  else  and 
girls  who  think  they  should  be  exceptions  to  the 
rules  cause  troubles  for  the  AWS  officers  and  for  the 
girls  who  are  willing  to  conform  to  the  rules  as  well.

But  these  problems,  too,  could  be  licked  if  people 
understood  the  system  better  and  would  try  to 
cooperate. 

Typical  of  the  complaints  about  Preference  this 
year  has  been  the  comment  of  one  freshman  girl: 

It  s not  a bit  fair  the  way  they  arrange  the 
preferring  schedules.  This  way  the  girls  with  the 
high  student  numbers  always  go  first."  Careful 
study  will  show  that  this  complaint  is  completely 
unfounded. 

This  year's  schedule  is  the  exact  reverse  of  last 
year  s in  which  the  low  numbers  went  first.  The 
IBM  card  system,  which  is  at  least  seven  years  old 
has  been  reversed  each  year  to  give  girls  equal 
opportunity  for  first  preference.  Plans  have  also 
been  considered  to  start  in  the  middle  of  the 
number  scale  for  those  girls  who  have  been 
consistently  in  the  middle  of  the  preferring 
schedule. 

Another  typical  complaint  centers  around  the 
practice  of  early  preferring:  "Ail  the  green  seats  for 
the  concert  have  been  given  away  in  complimentary 
tickets.  And  the  early  preferring  took  up  about  half 
the  girls.  We  don't  have  a chance."  Actually,  a 
minimum  number  of  complimentary  tickets  were 
granted,  none  of  them  for  green  seats,  and  the  early 
preference  list  included  only  those  directly 
connected  with  the  AWS  council  and  the  Preference 
Ball  planning  committee. 

Another  common  complaint  about  Preference  is 
that  the  older  girls  should  have  first  choice.  "Why 
not  prefer  by  the  first  two  digits  instead  of  the  last 
two  and  give  the  older  girls  a chance?"  This 
complaint  is  valid  and  has  been  given  careful 
consideration  by  the  Preference  committee.  Under 
this  system,  older  girls  would  have  first 
choice— sometimes.  The  Preference  committee 
points  out  that  numbers  have  been  assigned 
according  to  the  date  that  the  student  was  accepted 
and  not  according  to  class.  Thus,  a junior  transfer 
student  has  no  more  priority  than  a freshman  and 
the  system  has  defeated  itself. 

Yes,  there  are  problems,  but  there  would  be 
problems  with  any  system.  AWS  should  be 
commended  for  their  efforts  in  trying  to  give 
everyone  a fair  chance,  and  from  the  looks  of  the 
results,  they  have  done  a superb  job.  Perhaps  the 
true  success  of  the  Preference  system  is  best 
expressed  in  Ellen  Benac's  words:  "We  want  to 
make  the  Preference  Ball  something  special,  and  we 
do.  We  make  a lot  of  people  happy. . . . We  can't 
pirase  everybody,  but  we  do  the  best  we  can,  and  I 
think  we  have  a system  that  works."

Upon  seeing  Paul  Ruffner  for 
the  first  time,  the  initial  thought 
that  flashes  through  one’s  mind  is, 
“Where  is  Babe,  the  blue  ox?” 

A friendly,  outgoing  guy,  the 
6’9”  junior  majoring  in  business 
management  is  all  business  once 
he  sets  foot  on  the  basketball 
court.  As  the  ball  is  put  into  play 
the  difference  between  Ruffner 
and  his  legendary  predecessor 
becomes  quite  apparent-“Pablo” 
has  a better  turn-around  jump 
shot. 

Although  Mr.  Bunyan  might 
hold  a slight  edge  over  him  in 
chopping  down  trees,  Paul  R. 
proved  himself  pretty  capable  in 
that  department  too,  by  cutting 
down  a pretty  big  one  (apologies 
to  Troy  center  Ron  Taylor)  in  his 
varsity  debut  against  SC  Saturday. 

Against  the  Trojans,  Paul  scored 
25  points  and  grabbed  16 
rebounds  in  battling  the  7’!” 
Taylor  to  a standoff.  Many  fans 
felt  that  the  Ruffner-Taylor  duel 
was  the  greatest  matchup  since 
King  Kong  vs  Godzilla. 

The  second  half  Paul  was 
particularly  effective,  netting  19 
tallies  and  combining  with  the 
sharp  outside  shooting  of  guards 
Doug  Howard  and  Lynn  Parsons 
to  pace  the  Cats  to  their  eventual 
95-86  triumph. 

However,  the  image  of  being  an 
“instant  hero”  perturbs  the  gentle 
giant  somewhat.  “I  don’t  see  how 
people  can  judge  a player  on  the 
basis  of  just  one  game,”  he  said. 

GOOD  NIGHT 

“I  happened  to  have  a good 
night  against  SC  with  one  of  the 
reasons  being  that  I had  seen  Ron 
(Taylor)  play  many  times  while 
we  were  both  going  to  school  in 
the  Los  Angeles  area,”  explained 
Ruffner.  I knew  that  I could  score 
on  him  if  I got  the  ball  inside 
because  I knew  his  moves. 

“Also,  people  seem  to  forget 
that  he  scored  29  points  off  me 
which  would  seem  to  indicate  that 
I have  a long  ways  to  go,”  he 
added.  “Heck,  to  say  that  I’m  an 
‘instant  hero’  because  of  doing 
well  against  SC  is  the  same  as 
saying  that  our  forwards  Kari 
Liimo  and  Marty  Lythgoe  (both 
second  team  all-WAC  selections 
last  year)  are  lousy  ball  players 
because  they  had  an  off  night 
against  the  Trojans.” 

Paul  came  to  BYU  largely 
through  the  efforts  of  older 
brother  Bill,  a Cougar  alumnus. 
“It  was  a hard  decision  to  choose 
between  BYU  and  SC,”  said  Paul, 
“especially  since  I’m  from 
southern  California.” 

A native  of  Downey,  Calif.,  Paul 
played  his  prep  ball  at  Warren 


Cougars 

High  School.  One  of  his 
teammates  was  Paul  Popovich, 
who  now  plays  forward  for  the 
Wyoming  Cowboys.  A classmate 
of  Paul’s  was  BYU  football  player 
Eddy  Romero,  who  was  picked  as 
“athlete  of  the  year  as  a senior  at 
Warren. 

“Ed  and  I,”  says  Paul,  “have 
gone  to  school  together  since  first 
grade.  After  high  school  we  went 
to  Cerritos  Junior  College  for  a 
couple  of  years.” 

As  a sophomore,  Paul  was 
instrumental  in  helping  Cerritos 
win  the  state  junior  coUege 
championship  and  pile  up  an 
impressive  31-3  record.  He  also 
beat  out  Romero  to  earn  Cerritos’ 
“athlete  of  the  year”  honors. 

OLYMPIC  TRYOUT 

Paul  was  selected  as  one  of  12 
JC  players  in  the  country  to  go  to 
Albuquerque  to  try  out  for  the 
U.S.  Olympic  team  last  summer. 
Another  junior  college  selectee 
was  Spencer  Haywood,  who  went 
on  to  pace  America  to  a gold 
medal  at  Mexico  City. 

“Haywood  is  great,”  said  Paul. 

It  was  pretty  rough  playing 
against  him  in  scrimmages.”  Like 
Paul,  Haywood  had  a rather 
impressive  varsity  debut,  scoring 
31  points  and  scoring  36  rebounds 
to  lead  Detroit  University  to  a 
season-opening  win. 

As  for  the  Cougars’  1968-69 
basketball  fortunes,  Paul  is 
optimistic.  “We’ve  got  a real  good 
team,”  says  Paul.  “We’ve  got  good 
balance-any  time  the  opposition 
decides  to  double-team  one  of  us 
they’re  going  to  be  in  trouble, 
because  we’re  strong  in  all 
positions. 

“Also,”  he  added,  “I  like  the 
unity  of  the  team.  We  stick 
together.  I’m  happy  to  be  a part 

of  it.  We’re  going  to  win  a lot  of 
games.”

He  smiles,  adding  that,  ‘‘On  a 
whole,  students  are  really  good 
here.  However,  sometimes  you 
(students)  try  too  hard  to  be 
helpful.” 

He  went  on  to  relate  an  incident 
when  one  student  was  helping 
Tom  cross  the  campus  to  keep  an 
appointment  at  the  McKay  Bldg. 
Instead,  he  was  deposited  at  the 
top  of  the  steps  above  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse  in  record  time. 

When  asked  if  his  blindness 
bothered  him,  Tom  said,  ‘‘If  they 
found  something  to  help  me,  I 
wouldn’t  take  it.”  Tom  explained 
that  he  would  be  ‘‘chicken”, 
because  he  is  adjusted  to  life  as  it 
is  and  doesn’t  want  to  go  through 
such  an  experience. 

He  also  remarked,  ‘‘It’s 
something  you  can’t  run  away 
from,  so  you  face  it.” 

When  questioned  about  whether 
it  bothered  him  to  have  other 
people  talk  about  “seeing”  things, 


he  responded,  “A  cripple  doesn’t 
avoid  the  word  ‘walk’  because  he 
can’t.”  Tom  also  related  how  he 
had  recently  “seen”  ‘The  Sound 
of  Music”  and  how  he  often 
“watches”  TV. 

It  would  also  seem  that  dating 
could  prove  to  be  difficult,  but 
Tom  says  that  dates  aren’t  any 
more  trouble  for  him  than  for 
anybody  else.  He  says  that  he 
likes  to  double  date,  and  if  the  girl 
is  willing  to  drive,  he  is  quick  to 
accept. 

Health  Center 
Throttles  Colds 

A colds  clinic  at  the  Health 
Center  has  been  started  for  the 
convenience  of  students. 

Health  Center  Director  Goyd  C.
